to import 10.000 barrels of water to 
meet the immediate needs of men. 
animals and growing crops, and in a 
very true sense this was only a drop 
in the bucket as compared with what 
was really needed. 


A meteorological phenomenon of de­ 
cidedly rare occurrence was a thirty- 
six hours’ rainstorm in the Salt river 
valley in southern Arizona a few weeks 
ago. 
'This is one of the most arid 
sections of the entire country, having 
an annual rainfall of bat eight or ten 
Inches a year, yet In the time men 
tioned 5.4b inches of water fell.

A lady living in Georgia, who signs 
herself Rose Lombard, contributed e 
two page at tide to tho Fruit Grower 
pub! shed at St. Joseph, Mo., on pro 
serving peaches which is of a most 
definite aiul practical nature. 
Several 
points iu lur general directions we 
condense* and give for the benefit of 
readers who may not be acquainted 
with then*. After a great deal of stud? 
and expatfiuipuiiug she recommend« 
dipping peaches- in n lye solution as 
tin* b«*st method of removing tin* skins. 
Tlds solution h made by dissolving 
«nn* pound of 00 per cent lye iu three 
gallons of water, which should be 
brought to a boil and kept there while 
the fruit is being dipped. 
It is best to 
put the peaches in a wire basket, and 
they should be kept in the solution just 
half a minute, the basket being moved 
gently up und down to secure even ac­ 
tion on all the fruit. 
The kettle In 
which the lye solution is boiled should 
be of ample size, as the solution is 
likely to boil over while tin* fruit is 
being dipped. 
At the close of the half 
minute the peaches should be dipped 
quickly into clean cool water enough 
times to thoroughly cleanse from the 
lye solution.
